Washington—Sympathizer with the 


dry side in politics are discussing a 
nationwide movement to establish a 
bi-partisan national committee for po- 
litical action in the approaching pres- 
idential campaign. 


The plan is to select a dry Demo- 


crat and a dry Republican from every 
state in the union. Church organiza- 
tions "interested in maintaining prohi- 
bition are expected to figure largely in 
the effort which involves the calling of 
a national convention by the bi-partis- 
an committee. At such a convention of 
dry delegates from both the Republic- 
an and Democratic parties, the idea is 
to nominate an outstanding dry Demo 
crat. This would take place in ad 
vance of the Republican and Demo 
c'ratic national 
conventions but the 


purpose of it would be to influence pri- 
marily the kind of candidate to be se- 
lected by the Democrats. An effort 
would be made by the drys of the 
Democratic faith to go into the Dem- 
ocratic convention with the argument 
that choice of the bi-partisan conven- 
tion is the logical nominee for the 
Democrats. Failing to win. the same 
movement would be kept up indepen- 
dently during the campaign 
in the- 


hope of getting the southern states 
particularly to cast their electoral 
votes for a dry Democrat, even though 
he might not win the regular Demo- 
cratic nomination. 


AIMED AT SMITH . 


The movement is aimed at Governor 


Smith" of New York, as well as any 
other wet Democrat 
who might 
oe 


considered and has had its origin on 
the Pacific coast where the name most 
discussed for the bi-partisan nomina- 
tion is William Gibbs McAdoo. Other 
names mentioned are Senator Thom- 
as Walsh of Montana, and Governor 
Donahey of Ohio. The sum and sub- 
stance of the movement is that the 
drys are fearful Governor Smith maj 
enter the Democratic national conven- 
tion with commanding strength ana 
that his own personal popularity might 
influence the conventoin to subordin- 
ate the wet and dry issue, which to 
the drys is the paramount question of 
the day. If a national convention 
should nominate a wet, they feel this 
would be a body-blow to the cause of 
prohibition. 
Therefore , even though 


they may.not succeed in getting the 
Democrats to nominate a conspicuous 
dry. they hope to prevent the nomina- 
tion o*f a conspicuous wet. 


All independent movements in poli 


tics have been looked upon as more or 
less futile in the last generation be- 
cause they have not yet penetrated tho 
mind of the average voter. Funds also 
have been lacking to go on with th< 
tremendous job of organization neces. 
sary to comply with state laws to ge' 
on ballots. But the drys have both the 
organization and the money. Entireb 
apart also from th.c effect that thi 
movement might have on tho choice o 
a democratic nominee for the presi 
dency. the drys would hope- to provi 
that the same thing must be done :n 
the future if the Republican party fol 
lowed the council of Nicholas Murray 
Butler and others who think the wo 
cause should bo championed by thi 
republican party.

tem is on trial before tho American 
public and has been on trial for at 
least the last :o years." declared W. E. 
Fisher. Stevens Point attorney in his 
address before the annual convention 
of the Wisconsin Bar association here 
Thursday. The lamentable thin? about 
.t. he said, is that the legislative de- 
partment of the government is really 
to b'.r.me for the defects that exist to- 
day. 


"If we were discussing this subject 


75 yeats a?;o. we could justly assign 
the blame to the judicial branch of the 
government, but since that time, the 
responsibility for court procedure has 
been taken over 
by the legislative 


branch. 


"During the past twenty years, there 


has been constant demand for changes 
in the judicial branch of the govern- 
ment and repeated attempts to get the 
legislative branch to assist in the un- 
dertaking. I do not believe the legis- 
lative department of the government 
is unwilling to assist, but it is unin- 
formed and somewhat prejudiced. It 
must be admitted that these prejudices 
are often being nursed even by mem- 
bers of our own profession. 


"If we had sought a solution of this 


problem 50 years ago, it -would have 
been more difficult than it seems to- 
day. At that time procedure as estab- 
lished by the courts had been tried and 
found wanting. 


3 SYSTEMS IK VOGUE 


"During the past 50 years three 


methods of procedure have been work- 
nig simultaneously. 
Present day re- 


sults demonstrate which is preferable. 
We have today in some jurisdictions 
the common law system in a modified 
form. 
In other jurisdictions 
is the 


Code, modified and to some extent sim- 
plified. In England is the P.ules com- 
mittee system established with the co- 
operation of Parliament by its delega- 
tion of authority and non-interference 
therewith. 


"We are therefore in a position to- 


day to compare the merits and de- 
merits of the three systems. In this 
state there are in my opinion two ways 
of creating a rules committee. First. 
bv amendment of the constitution, or 
second, by on act 
of the legislature. 


Such a committee 
in my .opinion 


should be modeled after the rules com- 
mittee of England. It should include 
among its members in addition to 
judges of the courts of record, s. num- 
ber of lawyers in active practice. 


"By a comparative study of the sev- 


eral "systems • in active operation in 
Eazland and America • today, a com- 
mittee of experts should be able to 
borrow the better parts of each sys- 
tem, and mold them into a. simple, 
workable, flexible system, easily re- 
vised 
and further 
simplified, that 


would be a. considerable improvement 
over our code.

tinction. With all the increase in policies 
written, it is safe to say that the field for 
new business is still unlimited. A heavy 
percentage of persons carry no life insur- 
ance, or if they carry it. do not carry 
enough. 
Many of the companies have 


evolved very complete policies that give 
exceptional protection and should be giv- 
en consideration by everyone who 
has 


others depending upon him. 


RUSSIAN TRADE 


Xow that England and Russia arc no 


longer in close commercial contact, the 
question is. who will get Russia's trade 
and who will lend the soviet much need- 
ed capital? The answer seems to be that 
the United States will get most of the 
trade and that Wall street will have the 
job of financing Russia. Whether we will 
lose or profit by this new circumstance 
remains to be seen, but there is no doubt 
that England will suffer by the loss of 
the Russian markets for her commodities. 


Of course, estimates as to the commer- 


cial loss to England are affected by the 
political views of the calculators. Those 
who are violently anti-Bolshevik pro- 
duce figures to show that the British 
•trade won't be hurt, while those who op- 
pose the government's move in the Ar- 
cos raid and subsequent developments, 
are inclined to predict dire results. Some- 
where between these two extremes the 
truth will be found and there can be no 
doubt that the break will react unfavor- 
ably upon British commerce at a time 
when England can ill afford to lose mar- 
kets for her goods. 


The fact that Russia is a large exporter 


to England as well as an importer from 
England really means but little. Even if 
British purchases from Russia are reduc- 
ed to match the reduction of Russian pur- 
chases in England, Great Britain will 
have to buy the goods elsewhere and will 
be losing an important customer for her 
port products.- The effect is likely to be 
felt not only in the balance of trade but 
in British industries as well, particularly 
in iron, steel, shipping and coal. Further- 
more what is England's loss will be to 
the advantage of some other nation, since 
Russia will also divert her purchases. 
Thus it looks as if America were going to 
be the unwitting1 gainer by 
England's 


break with Russia.

haunts the mind or conscience of the surgeon. Tlus> 
streptococcus Is a kind of germ that commands, 
great 
respect. 
Some strains of strcplococctiv aie 


heiriolytlc—which means they have the power to 
destroy red blood corpuscles—and these hcmolytic 
strains arc often found in septic foci such ns dis- 
e;isod tonsilb. Mlent abscess, or infection at Ihe loots 
of filled teeth or teeth that have some denture ap- 
plied. The hemolytic streptococci seem to have not 
only the power to destroy led blooi! cells but also 
a special affinity for certain types of tissue, for ex- 
ample the lining membrane nt joints. 


In the Presbyterian hospital in New York they 


had a series of severe hcmolytic streptococcus 
wound infections two or three years ago. In the in- 
vestigation of the source of the infection the phy- 
sicians made some Interesting observations. 
They 


found that the instrument nurse, in one instance. 
was a carrier of a hemolytic streptococcus identical 
with the streptococcus isolated from the infected 
wound. The nurse carried tho germs in her nose. 
They took culture from the throats of all the 
members of the operating staff, and bacteriological 
study of the cultures revealed 33 per cent of the 
members of the staff harbored hemolytic strepto- 
cocci in their throats. Several carried the germs in 
their noses as well. 


Then 
they 
decided to keep tabs on the staff 


through all seasons of the year—the attending sur- 
geons, regular instrument nurses, anesthetists, or- 
derlies, everybody in the picture, some 125 individ- 
uals. Of the 123 persons examined, 27 gave posi- 
tive cultures at one' time or another, all of hemo- 
lytic streptococci. "Out of 53 physicians. 13 were 
found guilty of being streptococcus carriers, and 
out of 72 nurses only R were causht with the goods 
on them. This difference may be ascribed to the 
fact that the doctors came into close contact with 
more patients than nurses do. 


One physician had a positive throat culture for 


seven months without himself having any symp- 
toms. Spveral save two. three or five successive 
positive cultures. 


In May. 1925. when a large proportion of the staff 


had hemolytic streptococci in their nose or throats, 
rigid masking of both nose and mouth was ordered 
for all hands in the operating room. Thereafter for 
eight months not a single case of wound infection 
with hemolytic streptococcus occurred in the hos- 
pital. 


This is pretty strong- moral support for the pre- 


ventive use of gauze face masks—a sanitary inno- 
vation which too many old fogy health outhorities 
and reactionary medical brethern 'have been inclined 
to pooh-pooh. 


As Dr. Frank L. Meleny remarks, in the report 


of this forward demonstration: "Organisms are ex- 
pelled from the mouth during speaking and from 
the nose 
during expiration . . . contained in 


droplets of cucus." 


In the spring months, in 1925 and 1926, the larg- 


est number of the staff were found harboring strep- 
tococcus hemolyticus.

received more for their milk In May 
this year than they have In the same 
month since 1920, figures reveal. The 
s(ate and federal cooperative Ih-estock 
and crop reporting service announced 
"Wednesday that the average milk 
price for that amount was S1.9S per 
hundredweight. 


Feed prices, are rising, the report re- 


veals. It says: 


"The May price this year was 18 


cents above the May, 1920, price and 
15 cents above May, 1925. It was 34 
cents per hundredweight 
above the 


May average price of the last six 
years. These figures indicate that milk 
prices are still holding. 


"Prices on dairy products have been 


relatively stable also. Cheese prices 
have held up particularly well 
this 


year. A heavy movement of cheese in- 
to the markets has been helpful in 
holding prices. The amount put into 
storage In May this year was below 
the amount a year ago. 
On June 1 


storage stocks of cheese were 9 per 
cent below 192G. Production of cheese 
has been at a high level during tho 
last-few months.

GREATER BUTTER STORAGE 
"The butter shortage which existed 


earlier In the year has been 
largely 


overcome and storage.holdings are ris- 
ing. The May receipts of butter were 
well above a year ago. 


"Feed prices which were lower dur 


ing the past winter than they were 
during the previous years started to 
advance in May and apparently the 
rise still continues. This tends to de- 
stroy a favorable spread which has 
existed between feed prices and the 
prices of dairy products. The outlook 
for the hay crop in Wisconsin is ve.ry 
good however; m fact, many sections 
report it as being the best in recent 
years.

more in milk plants than cheese fac- 
ories. is equally adaptable to both. 


Methods used m conducting the test, 


designed to classify milk into various 
grades, were described by Prof. Thorn- 
on m an interview. While the test 
first became kncmn more than seven- 
teen years ago. he t-aid, it has not boon 
n such general use as the plate test, 
eommon in many milk plants. 


In contrast to tho plate test, how- 


ever, he pointed out, the methylene 
blue test-it much faster, equally as ac- 
curate, and less expensive. Through 't, 
poor grades of milk can be ascertain- 
ed within a two-hour period whcrcns- 
.he plate test requires a forty.eight 
lour test. 


CAX'T DETERMINE EXTENT 
"The extent to which the test is bo- 


mg used can hardly be judged accur- 
ately." Prof. Thornton xud, "but it is 
not so gencial in use in milk plants 
as the plate test. It is constantly si o\v- 
mg in populaiity. however, since it is 
an accurate means of determining the 
number of bacteria in milk. 


"The principle of the test is the ad- 


dition of mcthyncne blue to a certain 
portion of milk, and incubation of the 
milk at body temperature. About twen- 
ty drops of the dye solution arc nfc 
sary for about tv.-o tablespoonfuls of 
milk. 


"The test is reported in terms of 


time. Tho more bacteria there a; e in 
the milk the quicker the oxygen disap- 
pears since the bacteria take the oxy- 
gen from the dye. Decolorizing, the 
dye v. ill loose the bluish color and the 
length of time which has elapsed since 
the dye is placed in the milk can also 
be judged in terms of bacteria. 


"When the dyo decolorizes in two 


hours or less the milk can be evaded 
as very poor. From two hours to five 
and a half-hours indicates fan- milk 
and over five and a half hours indi- 
cates good milk. Once a week speci- 
mens of the milk brought to various 
factories or plants should be placed .rs 
tubes for the test. Milk carelessly se- 
lected or produced under cond'tior.b 
•where utensils are not sterilized, con- 
taining a large number of bacteria 
will quickly be noted through applica- 
tion of the test. 


"In most milk plants where the test 


is in use there is a tendency to pay ac- 
cording to the grade of milk. Bott?r 
grade milk often brings a bonus. Un- 
der the methylene blue testing plan 
200 patrons can be handled in a da> 
while with the plate test only about 25 
samples can be taken." 


The present test, he said, is the cul- 


mination of many contributions. The 
cast is only slightly above ?10 for 
appaiatus to handle 200 patrons a day 
excluding glass ware.
